DISTRICT NO. I. 


Prudential Committee: E. W. McIntosh, G. W. Mar- 
den, W. D. Chase, M. D. 


First Department, Summer Term—Teacher, Mrs. 
Abbie Webb. 


This teacher did all in her power to secure the 
affection of her pupils, and labored with good success 
in behalf of their intellectual advancement. The 
examination exhibited commendable progress on the 
part of this school, and-was enjoyed by many parents 
in attendance upon its exercises 


Fall Term—Teacher, Miss Mary H. Jewett. 


Miss Jewett is a teacher of considerable expert- 
ence, well qualified for her work, and especially “ apt 
to teach.” ‘The drill of the school and discipline, as 
well as instruction, was excellent and thorough. The

only regret on the part of the committee and pupils , 
was that such a teacher could not be retained per- 
manently in the school. 


Winter Term—Teacher, Rev. A. F. Baxter. 


Mr. Baxter was well qualified for his position, and 
brought experience and ripe scholarship to bear upon 
his work in this school. The order and discipline of 
the school was excellent; much progress was made 
in many of the branches pursued. The examination 
was enjoyed by a large number of visitors. 


Intermediate Department. 


The Summer Term was under the instruction of 
Miss Annie E. Carle. We think Miss Carle was con- 
scientious in her efforts, but the measure of her suc- 
cess was so small that the committee thought it not 
advisable that she be employed longer. 


The Fall Term was undertaken by Mrs. J. R. Sinith 
of our village. It is safe to say that no teacher in 
town labored more faithfully. This school is, how- 
ever, an exceptionally hard one, and Mrs. Smith was 
obliged to maintain a constant struggle to preserve 
discipline. As an instructor she is worthy of all con- 
fidence ; but while we would cheerfully recommend 
her almost anywhere else, we do not think her just 
suited to scholars of this grade. 


For the Winter Term the school was entrusted to 
Miss Sarah A. Fletcher. Miss Fletcher brought. to, . 
her labors a large experience and a thorough qualifi- 
cation. Fortunately for her, too, she has a large re- 
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source of patience and energy. At the beginning of 
her. term she found the school as nearly unmanage- 
able as could well be conceived. Some of the schol- 
ars even went so far as to refuse to obey her. The 
instruction of the committee was that she before all 
things else enforce discipline. The result was all 
that could reasonably be expected. By the middle 
of the term comparatively good order reigned, and 
at its close the school acquitted itself in a manner 
worthy its better days. We sincerely hope Miss 
Fletcher will continue her reformatory work. 


Primary Department. 


This department has been for the entire year un- 
der charge of Miss H. M. Chase. Would our citizens 
witness the pleasantest sight the town of Peterboro’ 
affords, let them visit this school, where they will at 
any time find from sixty to seventy children inter- 
ested and happy. ‘The felicity with which Miss Chase 
executes her tasks is hardly less than marvelous. 
The only unpleasant reflection that occurs to us is 


suggested by the probability that we shall not always 
be able to keep her. 


DISTRICT NO. II. 
Prudential Committee, Mr. Albert F. Upton. 


Summer and Winter Terms—Teacher, Miss Ellen M. 


Nahor. 


The district were fortunate in having the same 
teacher for both terms of school for the year Miss 
Nahor succeeded in awakening the sympathy and 
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love of her pupils, and awakening a good degree of 
interest in their studies. The school appeared well 
at both examinations. This teacher has taught sev- 
eral schools in town, and meets with general success. 


DISTRICTINO. Tis 
Prudential Committee, Mr. Henry Field. 


Both Summer and Winter Terms were under the 
instruction of Miss H. Alta Robbe. The services of 
Miss Robbe should by all means be retained in our 
town if possible. She maintains a happy intimacy 
with her scholars, preserves an easy yet sufficient 
discipline, and is a conscientious and successful in- 
structor. 


DISTRICT NO. IV. 
Prudential Committee, Mr. 8. P. Longley. 


The Summer Term was under the instruction of 
Mrs. Sarah Frost. We predicted only good results 
when Mrs. Frost took charge of the school. Her 
success was equal to our expectations. 


Miss Abbie C. Robbe was employed for the Winter 
Term. She brought to her tasks a considerable ex- 
perience, and the school prospered under her man- 
agement. 


DISURICT INO sey: 
Prudential Committee, Mr. Emery W. Alexander. 


This district has had two terms of school during 
the year, one of six, the other of eight weeks. Miss 
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Martha R. Wilder, a teacher of long experience, was 
employed for both. Miss Wilder is too well known 
to need the commendations we might very properly 
bestow upon her. 


DISTRICT NO. VI. 
Prudential Committee, Mr. Wm. Russell. 
Winter Term—Teacher, Miss Florence P. Cutter. 


This was a long school, the entire schooling for the 
year being brought into one term of fifteen weeks. 
The teacher seemed disposed to do what she could 
for the school under her charge, and had she at the 
start showed a little firmer hand in the government 
and discipline of the school, her success would have 
been enhanced. The examination showed that good 
progress had been made by many of the scholars in 
their studies. This district has some good scholars, 
and if they would more frequently improve the ad- 
vantages the High School presents, those remaining 
in the District School would receive a great advan- 
tage in the length of school and in the amount of 
instruction given.

In her manners she 
is very quiet, but in her results very efficient. We 
cordially recommend her wherever she may wish to 
serve as a public teacher.

This is one of our smaller schools, but the number 
of scholars has been increased by the attendance of

GENERAL REMARKS. 


Asa general thing, the schools have done as well 
the past year as In previous years. In some respects 
we trust advance has been made. They suffer very 
much from a want of interest in them on the part of 
parents, exhibiting itself in the frequent absences 
and tardinesses of their children. In some instances 
a want of respect for the teacher manifests itself, 
which has sprung from remarks of the parents at 
home prejudicial to the school. There seems to be a 
general unwillingness on the part of many families 
in the smaller districts, to make sacrifices to secure 
more schooling for their children, by uniting with 
neighboring districts for school purposes. This is to 
regretted, and it is to be hoped that ere long Peter- 
boro’ will adopt the “Town system of Schools,” as 
have many other towns already done, to their mani- 
fest educational advantage.
